Agreed that There a 
compromise can not be reached, ICAPS and interested Assistant 
Directors will take the matter to the DCI.

Also agreed that the finally approved instruction should not be 
issued until after the establishment of the single covert office.

(l) Action i Sighted and screened the Seal Designs. The 
next step was to consult with the heraldry experts.

b. Agreed that there will be a desk established in the new 
covert office to take care of intra-agency problems concerning 
the handling of aliens.
